Summerfest success 
credited to community

Vickie van Ravenswaay said 
Art in the Park on Thursday 
saw 3,000 people come 
through Peace Park as 22 art¬ 
ists showed acrylic and water¬ 
colour paintings with abstract, 
landscape, portraiture designs 
and much more. 

The four-day event was held 
in Peace Park, which was filled 
with activities for children and 
the art area, and on Pelham St, 
between Hwy. 20 and College 
St., with all sorts of vendors, 
buskers and entertainment. 

Friday night, said van 
Ravenswaay, saw between 
1,500 and 2,000 people come 
out for the Niagara Nights of 
Art program in Peace Park. 

“Today is crazy," said van 
Ravenswaay, as she surveyed 
the packed street and park 
on Saturday afternoon. “The 
weather is perfect." 

Pelham St. was packed as 
people wandered from vendor 
to vendor and business to 
business on the street 

In addition to the vendors 
and businesses, there was a 
main stage set up on the street 
that faced the beer garden area 
on Town Square Blvd. 

That beer garden sat under¬ 


neath four large arches, 
installed last Wednesday, that 
were covered on top and pro¬ 
vided some shade from the 
sun. People were gathered 
inside the area and just out¬ 
side as they watched bands 
perform. 

Peace Park was just as 
packed and van Ravenswaay 
said it was a family and chil¬ 
dren’s area. 

In addition to the art area, 
which had its own tent for 
showing off artists works, 
there were numerous inflat- 
ables set up. There was even 
a small pond set up with tiny 
paddle boats that children 
could operate and keep cool at 
the same time. 

“There were lineups for 
the inflatables,” said van 
Ravenswaay. 

Short Hills Volunteer 
Firefighters had two hoses 
running for children to use 
so they could hone their fire¬ 
fighter skills. A small house, 
with windows and doors 
that rotated when water was 
applied was set up several 
metres away. 

Over at die gazebo, various 
performers put on shows for 
children, including visits from 
Reptile Kingdom. 


“Minor hockey had a small 
rink set up for 3-3 games and 
LaFarge brought in a (cement) 

Van Ravenswaay said if 
it wasn’t for sponsors like 
LaFarge, one of the major ones, 
there’s no way Summerfest 
could be pulled off. “This is all 
the community ... we didn’t 
get any grants. The sponsors 
are fantastic.” 

She said the community, 
sponsors, service clubs, volun¬ 
teers and town really worked 
together to pull off the four- 
day event, which, last year, was 
only a one-day deal. 

“We have four service clubs 
working together, side-by-side 
in the beer garden. Getting 
four service clubs together is 
unheard of in other commu¬ 
nities. Town staff and council 
have been so supportive of 
Summerfest, it’s created a real 
community feeling.” 

Asked why Summerfest 
was extended to four days 
from one, van Ravenswaay 
said organizers wanted it to 
be a destination, something 
that everyone from the region 
could attend and something 
that attracted tourists. 

“We want to bring more 
people to Pelham.”

Regional council holds business planning sessions 


\f\J hen I first became 

V V a Niagara Regional 
Councillor in 2003, Council met 
every two weeks with Standing 
Committee meetings every two 
weeks in the non-council meeting 
weeks. Also fit in were ad hoc 
committees, advisory committees 
and meetings of agencies, boards 
and commissions (ABCs). A lot 
to do in a short turnaround time 
period. One major complaint 
was that we received packages 
on a Friday evening containing 
material that was to be discussed 
on the next Monday. That left 
no time to visit a program or to 
ask questions of staff before the 
meeting itself. Also, there seemed 
to be little time to explore issues 
in depth. 

We formed the Council 
Organization Review Committee 
(CORC) to research different 
ways to meet and make the most 
efficient use of time. That research 
took us to the five major regions in 
Ontario to examine their practices 
and attempt to find the best 
practices. 

Many of those regions had 
developed a three week rotation 
of meetings. One week contained 
the regional council meeting itself 
when the reports and agendas

were distributed for the next 
cycle of meetings. That week was 
followed by a week to review the 
package and have time to explore 

We struggled to name that 
week for a while. It was known by 
some as the “off week” by others 
as the "study week” and in some 
cases it was referred to the “policy 
planning week” 

I am not sure that we have a 
consensus on the name even 
today but what has evolved is the 
fact that we set aside the Thursday 
evening of that week to allow for 
committee-of-the-whole sessions 
called “business planning 
meetings” to explore large scale 
issues that could not ordinarily 
fit into the time constraints of our 
regular committee and council 
meetings. 

Each term of council develops 
a business plan or strategic 
plan to guide operations and 
expenditures for the four year 
term. Actually we set it up during 


the first term of the new council 
to overlap with the first year of the 
next term of council. 

The development of this 
business plan or strategic plan 
usually takes a number of 
Thursday business planning 
meetings. After that, we use these 
Thursday meetings to annually 
review the status of our overall 
plan or to explore major topics in 

The last council business 
planning committee-of- 
the-whole session was held 
last Thursday to explore our 
transportation strategy. The 
original transportation Policy 
was develop in2002soitwas 
timely to see what progress has 
been made, to take into account 
policy changes that have arisen 
over the decade and to develop 
“next steps" to move forward on 
a comprehensive transportation 
strategy. 

Pelham residents are aware of 
significant road improvements 
on regional roads over the 
last decade. We will see the 
completion of the multi-stage 

Highway 20 project with traffic 
calming stoplights at several 
new locations along the route 
not to mention the controversial 
medians. Regional Road 24, 


Webber Road and Rice Road 
have all seen substantial 
improvements. 

The biggest project, Highway 
406 to WeUand is proceeding as 
are flyovers or overpasses along 
roads such as Port Robinson 
Road. Future proposals include 
the continuation of the 406 
through to Port Colbome and the 
creation of a four lane corridor to 
connect Highway 406 in Welland 
to the Peace Bridge in Fort Erie. 

An environmental assessment 
is being arranged to explore a 
new escarpment crossing for 
trucks and heavy equipment to 
avoid the high density residential 
areas of Vineland, Beamsville and 
Grimsby. The biggest project is the 
Mid-Peninsula Corridor which 
could connect the Highway 406 
with the Highway 401 south of the 
John Munro Airport in Hamilton. 

These issues along with ah, 
rail and water transportation 
opportunities are important 
discussion topics for the quality of 
life and economic restructuring of 
Niagara’s economy. These council 
business planning sessions allow 
us to explore big topics in depth.

The town has been 
offered a self-supporting 
transit system. 

Darren Parberry, presi¬ 
dent of Metis Transit, said 
his community-based com¬ 
pany would operate with¬ 
out taxpayer funding. 

Fares of $2 for local ser¬ 
vice and $4 for express cou¬ 
pled with advertising from 
numerous small business 
advertisers would finance 
the operation, he told town 
council. 

Parberry sought a letter 
of support for the project to 
enable the aboriginal com¬ 
pany to survey residents on 
whether they wanted the

service. 

So far, the company does 
not have a running transit 

“We have completed 
a successful survey in 
Peterborough county and 
plan to begin service in 
2013,” he said. 

Metis Transit would 
serve the area’s rural 
communities, while the 
City of Peterborough has 
its own public transit, he 
explained. 

Parberry quipped that 


Metis Transit does, how¬ 
ever, have 500 years of 
public transit experience 
behind it. 

“We just did it in canoes.” 

The service is designed 
to encourage feedback 
from customers. It would 
run seven days a week, be 
completely accessible and 
provide service for commu¬ 
nity events, he said. 

Ward 3 Coun. Peter Papp 
said need for public transit 
in Pelham "is something 
we’ve been talking about 
for years.” 

Parberry said he has 
talked to a Niagara Region 
committee and Grimsby 
town council as well as 
seven councils across 
southern Ontario. 

Pelham council referred 
his request to staff for a

PELHAM - Joseph 
Veloce’s Olympic cycling 
aspirations can be traced 
back to the summer of 2004. 

The Fonthill resident 
decided to hop on his bike 
after watching Canadian 

sprint gold in cycling at the 
Athens Summer Olympics. 

He started riding on the 
road because it was the 
most accessible cycling dis¬ 
cipline available and one 
year later, he heard about 
a learn-to-ride camp at 
the newly built Forest City 
Velodrome in London, Ont.

One of the facility’s co¬ 
founders, Rob Good saw 
potential in the young rider 
and encouraged him to 
pedal for his dreams. 

“He really wanted to go 
fast and his legs were abso¬ 
lutely magnificent,” Good 
said. “We call it spinning 
and he’s a great spinner." 

One year after Veloce 
starting to train in London, 
he won three bronze 
medals at the national 
championships. 

"The Olympics have 
always been a goal in my 
mind since I started cycling, 
and I have been consistently 
improving over the past few 
years, but it wasn’t until the 
world championships this 
past April when I was the 
fastest Canadian sprinter, 
that it became a reality that 
I could be the one to rep¬ 
resent Canada at the sprint 
events in London,” Veloce 

His dream became a real¬ 
ity on a truly monumental 
June 15 afternoon. 

“I was sitting in my con¬ 
vocation for McMaster 
University engineering 
when I received the offi¬ 
cial e-mail that I’d been 
selected to the Canadian 
Olympic team,” the Notre 
Dame graduate said. “It was 
a bit of a surreal moment, 
with two big life events in 
the same day and the same

Good was surprised Veloce made the 
Olympic team so quickly. The goal of the 
Forest City Velodrome was to produce 
an Olympian but Good didn’t think that 
would happen until 2016. 

“We didn’t think it was possible, but 
with his strength, talent, ability, being 
able to diagnose races and have a second 
gear, it made it real easy for him to 
progress.” 

Veloce was chosen for the men’s keirin, 
a six-rider race where riders follow a pace 
bike. The pace bike takes the competitors 
up to a speed of 50 km-h over the first 5.5 
laps and then pulls off the track. The final 
2.5 laps are a race to the finish. 

“To be successful in the keirin, you 
need to have a strong acceleration, high 
top-end speed, and sustained speed in 
combination with the tactical awareness 
to know when to use your energy,” Veloce 

There are a number of attributes he has 
that make him successftd. 

"(It’s) my determination and persever¬ 
ance to overcome the obstacles I have 
faced; my ability to adapt to new situa¬ 
tions; and, my ability to balance com¬ 
peting demands of school and sport 
effectively.” 

While at the national team’s training 
base in California, Veloce taught himself 
the final three courses — ethics, com¬ 
munications and computer science 
— he needed to complete his engineer¬ 


ing degree at McMaster. He submitted 
assignments online and wrote tests when 
he was back in Canada. 

All of the above was accomplished 
with a training schedule that includes: 
four times a week four-hour sessions at a 
velodrome; two hours a day two or three 
times a week in the gym; and, two or 
three days a week of two to three hours of 
road training. 

For Veloce, the London Olympics 
won’t be about gaining experience for 
future Games. 

"The possibilities are endless," he said. 
“I hope to make my country proud.” 

He is eagerly anticipating the experi- 
encesonandoffthe track in London. 

“I’m looking forward to the atmo¬ 
sphere of racing in an event that is one 
of the most popular sports in the United 
Kingdom and living among the best ath¬ 
letes in the world, all aiming to be the top 
in their sport.” 

The London Olympic is his first major 
step on a journey. 

"I hope to continue to pursue my 
cycling career at least until the 2016 
Olympics in Rio and, at the same time, 
begin my work towards my PhD in elec¬ 
trical engineering from USC.”

Councillors back two 4-way stops Blood donors needed

PELHAM — Councillors 
applied the brakes to two 
town staff suggestions — 
then they reversed them in 
favour of four-way stops at 
Quaker Rd. and Clare Ave. 
and at Sawmill Rd. and 
Centre St. 

A staff report said a four- 
way is “not warranted or 
recommended" on Quaker 
where it meets Line and 
Clare Aves. Area residents 
sought one. 

Infrastructure services 
director Alan Manned based 
his staff report on Ontario 
Traffic Manual guides and

Peter Papp, Ward 3 councillor 


traffic counts of 2012 for 
Quaker Rd. and 2006 for 
Line and Clare. He suggested 
oversized stop signs and 
“stop ahead” signs on Clare 
Ave. From 2009 to 2012, 
nine collisions occurred, all 
involving a northbound driv¬ 
ers failing to stop. 

For Sawmill Rd., he recom¬ 
mended posting the speed 
limit at 60 km/h where it’s 
an unposted 50 km/h. 

In each debate, town 
councillors said Pelham 
drivers expect four-way 
stops. 

There are four-ways on 
Quaker at Rice and Cataract 
Rds. as well as a stop light 
at Pelham St. Drivers may 
be expecting a four-way at 
Clare and pull out thinking 
cars will stop, Ward 1 Coun. 
Richard Rybiak said. 

Ward 3 Coun. Peter Papp 
said, “I’ve seen a lot of near 
misses since the reconstruc¬ 
tion of Line Ave. (in 2009).”

Ward 3 Coun. John Durley, 
who lives on Line Ave., said 
traffic has increased with 
recent housing development 
in the area. 

“With all the four-way 
stops in the area, people are 
expecting it.” 

But similarly, for Sawmill 
Rd., Mannell applied traf¬ 
fic manual guidelines that 
discourage the use of four¬ 
way stops for speed control. 
Posting a 60 km/h speed 
limit would clarify speeds, 
he said.

haven’t booked donate 
(blood) over the next 
few weeks to avoid some 
potential problems,” she 

Magee said only 60% of 
people who make appoint¬ 


ments to donate blood 
keep their appointment. 

She said there isn’t 
a shortage of blood in 
the area, but that in the 
summer, and especially 
on long weekends when 
people are driving to a 
vacation destination, 
added traffic can result in 
more collisions. It can take 
up to 50 blood donors to 
help one crash victim. 

Canadian Blood Services 
has 600 appointments to 
fill in Welland and Port 
Colborne. 

The next opportunity to 
give blood is Saturday, July 
28, from 9 a.m. until noon 
at the Ukrainian Centre on 
McCabe St., in Welland, 
and on Wednesday, July 
25, from 1 p.m. to 7 p.m. at 
Port Colborne High School 
on Elgin St.

THOROLD - A south 
Niagara highway could be a 
cure to Niagara’s ftiture traffic 
woes, provincial officials say. 

Or maybe it'll be a wider 
Queen Elizabeth Way, regional 
council's public works commit¬ 
tee heard. 

But that might not be 
enough, said the Ministry of 
Transportation team studying a 
potential new corridor between 
Niagara and the GreaterToronto 

"We cannot maintain the 
system as it is now and expect it 
to function by 2031,” project co¬ 
ordinator John Slobodzian said. 

He said by then, an extra 1.2 
million vehicles per day will 
move along the highways across 
Niagara and the GTA. And while 
the team is counting on mass 
transit, not everyone will use it 

Councillors grilled 


Slobodzian on the plan for a 
mid-peninsula highway, for 
which he said the team is still 
seeking a corridor. 

Later, he said, widening the 
QEW to eight lanes is in the 
cards. He said that would likely 
hold until 2031, but it’s not 
redundant 


But Niagara Falls Coun. 
Selina Volpatti warned that the 
idea of a south Niagara highway 
isn’t neces¬ 
sarily well- I 
loved.

She went on to grill 
Slobodzian on the comparative 


costs of a widened QEW and a 
new highway, figuring the latter 
could cost more. 

Lincoln Mayor Bill Hodgson 
and Grimsby Mayor Bob 
Bentley both pointed to a colli¬ 
sion on the QEW, in which an 
11-year-old boy was killed, as a 
sign of a need for redundancy. 

“It’s when you’re starting to 
mix high density of tourism 
and high density of trucks. It’s 
a risk and it’s a growing risk,” 
Hodgson said. 

“Believe me, the local com¬ 
munities aren’t happy with the 
suggestion of eight or 10 lanes 
(of QEW).” 

Slobodzian said widening the 
highway would be a “temporary 
fix." 

A mid-peninsula corridor 
idea is still undergoing envi¬ 
ronmental assessments as the 
study team seeks a general area 
it could run through.

-L of Fenwick was home to the 
only high school in the area—Pelham 
(Secondary) District High School.

The Tribune Tournament was a 
highlight of our year and many of us 
went to Welland High to cheer for our 
Pelham Panthers.

E.L. Crossley was the supervising 
principal of all three schools. 

In 1974 the powers that were 
decided to close the school even after 
a valiant fight by students, teachers 
and residents of the town to keep it 
open. The school was bought and 
turned into a private school for 
International students. 

A group of former students thought 
it would be a grand idea to hold a 
Reunion. 

So, in 1984 the first Pelham
